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Welcome 
for new 
car park 
in town 

A PLAN for a 345-space car 
park in West Bromwich has 
been welcomed. 

The pay and display car 
park, planned for a site off 
Bratt Street, is part of a £2.5 
million scheme. 
Neighbourhoods boss Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley said: 
“These spaces are needed by 
people in the town.” 

The scheme will include a 
walkway linking Providence 
Place at All Saints round¬ 
about to the High Street, 
and crossing the memorial 
gardens. There will also be 
some landscaping. 

There will also be a 15- 
space barrier-controlled car 
park for the register office at 
Highfields. 

The plan, which has been 
submitted to Sandwell 
Council planning chiefs, 
replaces a proposed £9m 
multi-storey car park for the 
Providence Place office 
block which was scrapped 
last year. 

The public car park will be 
accessed by the A41 
Expressway via Providence 
Place. 

The car park will have a 
flagstone path and 61 LED 
lights. A total of 26 trees will 
be removed and replaced by 
39 new trees across the site. 

Hospital to 
axe service 

VASCULAR surgery serv¬ 
ices are to be stopped at 
Sandwell Hospital. 

Inpatient vascular surgery 
and vascular interventional 
radiology is to be moved to 
the new Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham. 

Trust spokesman Jessamy 
Kinghorn said the change 
would give a higher quality 
service for inpatients. 

“We discussed the impact 
on patients and emphasised 
the importance of keeping 
day surgery and out¬ 
patients at both our hospi¬ 
tals, to keep it as local as 
possible.” 

The changes will save the 
trust £1,102,267. 


WITNESSES RELIVE 
HORRIFIC MURDER

AN horrific, cold-blooded killing in a Sandwell street was 
relived this week as a 40-year-old man was jailed for life 
for murder. 



Victim Kerry Smith Killer David Palmer 


David Palmer waited for Kerry Smith, his ex-girlfriend and the mother of his child, in 
Blackheath High Street. They argued, and it ended with him plunging a kitchen knife into 
her three times in front of shocked passers-by. 

The dreadful killing happened on July 31 and retired nurse Carole Stevens saw the 
drama unfold. She told the jury: “She was very frightened of him, she just wanted to get 

away.” 

She said Miss Smith was white with fear, 
and was pleading with Palmer to leave her 
alone. 

Onlookers described to the jury the 
tremendous force Palmer had used to stab 
the 29-year-old, and how he ran away with a 
smile on his face. 

Witness Joe Mather told the court Miss 
Smith struggled to her feet screaming “he 
stabbed me, he stabbed me”. But she fell 
back to the ground. 

After the attack, Mrs Stevens and others 
tried in vain to save Miss Smith. 

Palmer, of Mincing Lane, Rowley Regis, 
fled to his friend Stuart Haycock’s home in 
Macmillan Road. Mr Haycock said he 
seemed normal at first, but he became edgy 
when he heard police sirens and a helicopter. 
He said he asked Palmer if he had done any¬ 
thing to Miss Smith and he replied, “I can’t 
tell you, but it’s bad”. 

Disorder 

The court heard how Palmer hugged Mr 
Haycock and phoned friends to tell them he 
would be going away for a while. 

But it was not until the early hours of the 
following morning that he handed himself 
in to police in Smethwick. 

Palmer refused to give evidence at his 
trial and the defence argued he had a severe 
psychological disorder. 

The jury however, dismissed his defence 
of diminished responsibility and unani¬ 
mously found him guilty. He will serve at 
least 23 years in jail. 

Miss Smith had suffered two years of 
torment from Palmer, fuelled by his jeal¬ 
ousy. Prosecutor Alan Kent QC told the 
court that Palmer had beaten Miss Smith on 
many occasions, threatening to kill her and 
even petrol bomb her mother’s home. 

“He terrorised her to such an extent that 
she thought one day he would kill her,” he 


Candidates with 
same name to 
contest election 

TORIES in Sandwell have chosen a candi¬ 
date who has the same name as one of the 
Labour group’s longest-standing members 
to run against him in next month’s elec¬ 
tions. 

Councillor Derek Rowley will face a chal¬ 
lenge from his Conservative namesake in 
the fight for the Great Bridge ward. 

He said: “This is clearly an attempt to 
subvert the democratic process and confuse 
the electorate. Why would you ship this 
person in if you weren’t trying to trick 
people into voting Tory?” 

But Tory leader Councillor Ray Nock said: 
“Derek Rowley (the Conservative), who is in 
his 60s and is retired, has been a party 
member for a very long time. We went 
through the correct selection criteria and he 
ticked all the boxes.” 

Karim Aziz of the Electoral Commission 
said there was no rule that stopped candi¬ 
dates with the same name standing against 
each other.

The 54-year old is only the 11th person to be 
given the honour. 

Mr Heeley’s 10-year-old daughter Georgie- 
Lee made a special presentation to him of a 
cuddly toy sheep in front of mayor Council¬ 
lor Joyce Underhill, and council leader 
Darren Cooper. 

And Mr Heeley joked: “According to old 


laws I can drive my sheep through the town 
now which is fantastic.” 

Mr Heeley, of Oak Road, West Bromwich, 
was the first blind man to run seven 
marathons in seven days on seven conti¬ 
nents with friend Malcolm Carr in 2008, 
raising £375,000 for Guide Dogs for the 
Blind. 

The father-of-three last year completed a 
challenge in which he ran a marathon and 
cycled up to 100 miles a day for Macmillan 
cancer support.

WEST Bromwich Albion 
announced multi-million 
pound plans to develop a 
youth academy to rank with 
top-level Premier League 
standards. 

The Baggies will spend 
£2.5m in the summer to 
build an artificial pitch 
opposite The Hawthorns 
and develop their training 
ground near Walsall. 

The club plans to commit 
a further £3m a year to make 
their programme for nine to 
21-year-olds a Category One 
Academy under the Elite 
Player Performance Plan 
being introduced by the 
Premier League. 

Funds will be redirected 
from existing budgets. And 
sporting and technical direc¬ 
tor Dan Ashworth said: 
“Our efforts to achieve cate¬ 
gory one academy status 
underline the club’s com¬ 
mitment to identifying and 
producing home-grown 
players - particularly from 
the local area.

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Man stole metal from his council home 


A MAN from Oldbury who stole 
metal piping and a water tank from 
his council-owned home and sold 
them for scrap to help fund a drug 
habit has been sent to prison. 

Anthony Porter, of Hartlebury 
Road, was given an 18-week prison 
sentence for removing pipework, a 
hot water cylinder and an immer¬ 
sion heater from his Hackwood 
House home. The 38-year old made 


£73 but the actual cost of the items 
removed ran to more than £500, 
magistrates heard. 

Porter, who already had previous 
convictions for metal theft, admit¬ 
ted one charge of theft, including 
theft by finding. 

He was also handed a four-year 
Criminal Anti-Social Behaviour 
Order (CRASBO), which will last for 
four years, preventing him from pos¬ 


sessing scrap metal, entering a scrap 
metal dealership and being carried 
in a vehicle used in transporting 
scrap metal to a scrap metal dealer 
except under specific circumstances. 

Val Hart, prosecuting, said Porter 
removed copper gas feed pipe work, 
hot water pipe work, a copper hot 
water cylinder and an immersion 
heater before or on February 29. 

She added that he then took a taxi 


to the scrap firm. The court also 
heard that Porter had been con¬ 
victed of burglary with intent to 
steal copper from two factories in 
Oldbury and West Bromwich last 
year. 

Shabir Qureshi, defending, said 
his client had had problems with 
drugs and he had been desperate for 
money at the time of this latest 
offence. 


Jobs joy at launch of 
£1m conference centre 


A NEW £1 million conference centre in 
Wednesbury which has just opened is to 
create 60 jobs. 

The WS10 Conference and Banqueting Centre in Holyhead 
Road features a 350-seater hall, three conference rooms, 
and kitchens. There are already 34 people working there, 
but there are plans to create a further 60 posts between now 
- and September. 

The vacancies will include 
bar and cafe workers, mar¬ 
keting assistants and man¬ 
agers. 

Managing director Nick 
Kalirai said: “It’s a massive 
relief to get this open. I 
always felt it would work 
because there has always 
been a demand for quality 
conference centres in this 
area. 

“We’ve had to go into an 
enormous amount of debt to 
build it but hopefully it will 
pay for itself. And to be cre¬ 
ating jobs is brilliant.” 

The 10,000 sq ft confer¬ 
ence centre is at the former 
AMC vehicle depot. Two 
people concerned about the 
impact the scheme on other 
businesses in the area 
objected when the plans 
went before Sandwell 
Council three years ago. 

Demand 

But the authority 
approved it after concluding 
any impact would be 
minimal. 

The conference centre 
opened last November but 
Mr Kalirai said the official 
launch was delayed because 
he had been too busy. 

“There has been so much 
demand for the conference 
centre already. Whether it’s 
because there is nothing else 
in this area I do not know. 
But it definitely shows there 
was a massive need for 
something like this.” 

Schools including Old 
Park Primary and Wood- 
green have already used the 
venue for training events. 

Mr Kalirai’s catering 
company Buffet Express will 
be based at the centre.

The council brought the 
case after receiving com¬ 
plaints last year about 
serious disrepair at the 
house which forced to 
tenants to be rehoused. 
These included no running 
hot water, no heating, no 
electrics, no cooking facili¬ 
ties, and unhygienic kitchen 
units and worktops 

Sandwell Magistrates’ 
Court heard that Mr Kiyani, 
of Old Birmingham Road, 
Bromsgrove, had not 
responded to council’s 
attempts to resolve the 
issues by negotiation. 

This resulted in the 
council serving an improve¬ 
ment notice on him in May 
2011, ordering him to 
improve the house. But the 
improvements were not 
carried out. 

Mr Kiyani was fined £500 
and ordered to pay the 
council’s costs of £765 at the 
court hearing. 

Kerry Bolister, Sandwell 
Council’s area director for 
homes and communities, 
said: “The council does not 
expect tenants to live in con¬ 
ditions like this. Landlords 
have a duty to keep their 
properties in a good state of 
repair.”

“I had to keep a record of 
who I had spoken to, on what 
date, and what was said, 
before I started getting any¬ 
where. 

“It was health and safety 
gone mad, because it took 
them two years almost to 
investigate properly.”

“We are now working on a 
series of operations over the 
next few months,” said 
Councillor Rowley. 

He said they would take 
place when the owners least 
expected it. 

“Surprise will be our 
advantage,” he added. 

Sandwell Council has 
been cracking down on 
roaming and tethered 
horses since May. 

Officials say the animals 
have been a headache for 
residents and drivers for 
years. In one case a disabled 
man was knocked out of his 
electric wheelchair by a 
horse. In another, a baby was 
knocked from its pram.

Lycett, of Sandfield Road, Stone 
Cross, West Bromwich, and Thomas 
who lived in the same road as the 
burgled house, were each sent to a 
young offenders’ institution for nine 
months. Benbow of West Road, 
Great Barr, who had no previous 
convictions, received a suspended 
nine-month period of detention with 
a 90-day night time curfew, and 150 
hours’ unpaid work.

CRIME in the West Midlands is at its lowest 
level in a decade despite cuts to police 
budgets and officer numbers, according to 
new figures. 

The statistics show there have been 20,000 fewer victims 
of crime in the region in the year to this month compared to 
the same period last year. As well as a fall in recorded crime, 


Reduction^ 
in thefts of 
drain covers 
is welcomed 

DRAIN cover thefts in 
Sandwell appear to have 
dried up, according to a 
leading councillor. 

The borough has been a 
hotspot for the thefts, with 
more than 300 drain covers 
taken since September. 

But Councillor Derek 
Rowley said the issue 
appeared to have died down 
recently. 

“We have not had any 
stolen for about two weeks 
now,” he said. “Hopefully 
that will be the end of it.” 

The extent of the drain 
theft problem in Sandwell 
prompted council bosses to 
look at bringing in plastic 
covers. The authority also 
earmarked £100,000 to 
replace as many metal 
covers as possible. 

SmartWater liquid has 
also been applied to drain 
covers and other metal items 
in Tipton after funding to 
buy it was secured from the 
town’s local area budget. 

The liquid is not visible to 
the naked eye but it shows 
up under ultra-violet light. 
It means that when officers 
visit scrapyards, stolen 
metal can be easily identifi¬ 
able. 

Councillor Rowley added: 
“Whether the thieves have 
gone to ground or what, I do 
not know.” 


reductions have been 
achieved in serious violence, 
burglary, vehicle crime and 
business crime. 

Dudley had 2,812 fewer 
victims, Sandwell nearly

Deputy Chief Constable 
Dave Thompson said the fall 
in crime was positive, partic¬ 
ularly against a backdrop of 
making £126 million in 
savings, which will see 2,700 
officers and staff lose their 
jobs or be redeployed. 

“With the public’s contin¬ 
uing support, I am confident 
we can build on these 
encouraging results. 

“This has been achieved 
at a time when we have 
made significant savings. 

Frequency 

“Many of our functions 
have been reviewed which 
has led to some reductions 
in workforce, and involved 
changes to the frequency of 
what we do, how we do it or 
whether we do it at all 
without impacting on 
service.” 

The figures show there 
were over 4,000 fewer 
victims of vehicle crime and 
more than 3,100 fewer 
victims of house burglary. 
The number of victims of 
most serious violence 
dropped by 235 and over 
3,300 fewer businesses were 
affected by crime. There 
were also over 1,600 fewer 
victims of robbery. 

Mr Thompson said: 
“Since last March over 1,700 
staff have left the organisa¬ 
tion but we have continued 
to respond to calls effec¬ 
tively and crime levels are 
back to those not seen in a 
decade.”

Metro's screeching 


Booming business to expand

A GOLD buying shop based in Wednesbury is set to expand, creating new jobs. 
Bowjangles has been in Market Place for around five years and now owner 
Aaron Sheldon has big plans to expand. He has bought a property a few doors 
away which will sell jewellery and fashion accessories. The shop is expected to 
create two jobs. He has also agreed a deal with the Old Square Jewellers, in Old 
Square, Walsall. The shop will reopen under the Bowjangles name on April 9. 
Following the opening of a branch in Birmingham’s Jewellery Quarter last 
March, Mr Sheldon has now opened a new site in Vyse Street. He also plans 
franchises in Wolverhampton and Dudley. 


A SCREECHING noise heard 
on Midland Metro trams has 
prompted an investigation fol¬ 
lowing complaints from pas¬ 
sengers. 

The problem has been blamed on worn 
tracks and potholes on Bilston Road, 
where tramlines are built into the road 
surface. Metal grinders will now be used 
on the tracks to try to solve the problem. 

Twenty five new trams are to replace 
the ageing fleet of 16 and a £13 million 
expansion of the Wednesbury mainte¬ 
nance depot is to take place. 

Passengers 

The Metro opened in 1999 and trams 
run along Bilston Road from the New 
Inn restaurant up to the Royal Hospital. 

But that stretch is considered particu¬ 
larly noisy by passengers, who com¬ 
plained to the Wolverhampton 
Transport Users’ Forum. 

Mark Langford, spokesman for trans¬ 
port authority Centro, said: “The track 
suffers natural wear and tear. It’s a 
process called ridging. 

“We need to use an angle grinder to 
put it right. It’s an overnight job so it 
won’t affect the running of the Metro 
and we will do it over a few days.” 

The enlarged depot is due to be in 
operation by next August, with the first 
of the new trams entering service in Feb¬ 
ruary, 2014.

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Jeweller tells of terror as 
armed gang raided his shop 


THE owner of a jewellery 
shops targeted by a gang of 
armed robbers who left a 
trail of terror across the 
region has spoken of the 
effect the raid has had on 
him. 

Members of the gang have been 
given prison sentences totalling 52 
years. 

Dramatic images were released 
last week of a raid on CNW jewellers 
in Kinver, in which the men burst in 
wearing balaclavas and armed with 
weapons including an axe and a 
hammer. 

CCTV film shows them brushing 
past two terrified customers, forcing 
one on to the floor, before vaulting 
the counter to smash display cabi¬ 
nets, filling bags with £3,500 of jew¬ 
ellery. 

Health 

The raid in October 10, 2010, was 
over in a couple of minutes before 
the gang fled down an alley to a 
waiting getaway car. 

But its aftermath is still being felt 
by the victims, Wolverhmapton 
Crown Court was told. 

Shop owner Clive Willetts has 
developed heart problems since the 
attack. He revealed: “I am con¬ 
stantly reliving the incident in my 
head and my health has been 
affected.” 

The hooded thugs struck at least 
11 times in four months, targeting 
three jewellers, a bookmakers and a 
string of homes. 

They escaped with cars and goods 
worth hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. 

Seven men were given prison 
terms ranging from five to 10 years

after admitting conspiracy to rob

Gang leader, 31-year-old Waheed 
Zaman, of Calshot Road, Great Barr, 
received 10 years. 

With him was former professional 
footballer Ryan Jones, aged 22, from 
Walsall, whose career with Coventry 
City was wrecked by injury. 

He received nine years as did

Zaman’s cousin Imran, 23. The gang 
was smashed by a joint police opera¬ 
tion involving the West Midlands 
and Staffordshire forces. 

The thugs used a handgun, stun 
gun, machete, axes, hammers and a 
homemade police-style battering 
ram while ruthlessly attacking 
anybody who got in their way. 

Mr Stephen Thomas, prosecuting, 
told the court: “Waheed Zaman was 


at the apex of the conspiracy.” 

Judge Michael Challinor told the 
gang: “Some victims have been 
greatly, perhaps permanently, 
affected. 

“A gun was pointed and a Taser 
used. 

“The public must know that this 
kind of professional offending will 
always attract substantial sen¬ 
tences.”

“The leasing scheme has also encour¬ 
aged the owners of long-term empty 
properties to bring them back into use by 
leasing them to the council. One of these 
was a former cannabis factory which has 
been brought back into its proper use as 
a family home.” 

New tenant Nicola Hadley, who is 
renting under the scheme in Coles Lane, 
Wednesbury, said: “I love living here. 
Before this we lived in privately rented 
house but the landlord needed to sell the 
property. 

“When we were first offered this house 
we were a bit concerned then when we 
saw the house we were delighted with it. 
It already feels like home.” 

Councillor Hackett added: “We have 
also housed families who were living in 
bed and breakfast hostels and a family 
who became homeless when they lost 
their army accommodation. ”

A FORMER soldier injured in 
Iraq is battling on with a trek to 
Mount Everest - despite three 
members of his group being 
struck by a stomach bug. 

Karl Hinett, of Tipton, is tackling 
Everest with a group of soldiers who have 
been injured. 

But three of the Walking with the 
Wounded Team are recovering after suf¬ 
fering stomach bugs on Saturday. 

Expedition leader Martin Hewitt, Capt 


Francis Atkinson, both aged 31, and Capt 
David Wiseman, aged 29, were all suffer¬ 
ing from suspected food poisoning after 
leaving Kathmandu. 

But yesterday the group made light 
work of the 4.3 mile trek, much of which 
was up hill. The 25-year-old former private 
in the Staffordshire Regiment said: “I’m 
feeling pretty strong. I’ve been trying to 
take it as easy as I can because I’m sure 
there are going to be some times on the trip 
when we just can’t take it easy.” 

He sustained 37 per cent burns to his 
hands, legs, arms and face when his 


Warrior tank was hit by a bomb in Basra in 
2005. 

The group will be trekking for 10 days to 
reach Everest base camp before their 
attempt to reach the 29,000ft peak in May. 
He said: “You just couldn’t go straight up 
and climb Everest in a day. 

“Altitude, the lack of oxygen in the air, 
your brain swells, you can get moisture 
and water in the lungs. 

“It can do nasty things to you if you 
rush. That’s why with high altitude moun¬ 
taineering, the slower you go, the better 
off you are.”

Flying high for 50-year celebration 


THIS year’s theme or the 
annual Easter Wings & 
Wheels Air Day at Wolver¬ 
hampton Halfpenny Green 
Airport is to be a celebration 
of 50 years of civil flying there. 

Halfpenny Green has been Wolver¬ 
hampton’s local airport since the 
closure of the Municipal Airport at 
Pendeford in 1971, but it was in 1961 
that Ted Gibson first asked the Air 
Ministry about the civil use of the 
disused Second World War training air¬ 
field. 

For £800 a year he was offered the 
use of the airfield and half a hangar, 
and paid £200 for three months rent 
right away. 

He bought an Auster aircraft to start 
flight training, and a fire engine was 
purchased. The Stourbridge Boy 
Scouts helped clear the runways of 
weeds and the runway markings were 
applied with brooms. 

Later in the year a consortium of 
local business men, including E E 
Marsh, of Marsh & Baxter’s of Brierley 
Hill, bought the airfield from the Min¬ 
istry as Bobbington Estates, and by the 
end of the next year the flying club had

four aircraft and there were 15 others 
based there. 

The Air Scouts were early tenants of 
one of the old airfield huts and have a 
thriving presence there to this day, 
taking an active role in the annual 
Easter event. 

This year it will be re-named Rotors 
Wings & Wheels to reflect the substan¬ 
tial helicopter involvement, civil and 
military. 

Races 

This succesful day is the latest of a 
series of flying events which have been 
held at the Green since the first Fly-in 
during 1965. 

The Goodyear Air Trophy Air Race 
moved there from Pendeford in 1966, 
and races continued for many years, 
often with an accompanying air 
display. 

There was a parachuting club based 
at the Green for many years and in 
1972 there was a remarkable accident. 


Mike Boulton, from Wordsley, jumped 
from one aircraft and crashed through 
the roof of a Dragon Rapide flying 
below. 

The Rapide landed successfully and 
Mike was taken to hospital for treat¬ 
ment for broken wrists, one of the few 
men ever to take off in one aircraft and 
land in another. 

A Rapide will be offering flights at 
Easter including, hopefully, over the 
other local RAF airfield, now the 
housing estate of Perton. 

For a while there was a plan to 
expand Halfpenny Green to accept 
large jets for holiday flights. 

In the face of fierce local opposition 
this was abandoned, and the present 
owners, Mar Properties seek only to 
operate a business and leisure airfield, 
for the benefit of the people of Wolver¬ 
hampton and the Black Country. 

The event has proven so successful 
that this year it will be over two days, 

Easter Sunday and Monday, with the 
usual recipe of visiting aircraft, 
vintage vehicles, military ‘battles’, 
large scale flying models, and hangar 
entertainment, taking Halfpenny

Old loco may come steaming back 


AN 89-YEAR-OLD steam locomotive 
which once ran on the tracks of the Earl 
of Dudley’s mineral railway could soon 
be greeting visitors to the Black 
Country. 

The 26-ton Winston Churchill engine would 
take pride of place outside Dudley’s Black 
Country Living Museum, under plans being dis¬ 
cussed by management. 

It was donated to the museum in the 1970s but 
has been on loan to development company 
London and Cambridge Properties ever since. 

The 1923 locomotive is positioned on the Pen- 
snett Trading Estate at the point close to the 
location of the railway line it was built to serve. 

The line was operated by Pensnett Mineral 
Railway Company which ran from Staffordshire 
and Worcestershire Canal at Ashwood, near 


Stourbridge, serving various collieries and facto¬ 
ries including Round Oak steel works, now the 
site of the Merry Hill Shopping Centre. 

But museum bosses have now revealed they 
are considering relocating the engine at the site 
off Tipton Road and have been awarded planning 
permission by Dudley Council. 

Exploring 

It is hoped it will be positioned on the piazza 
outside the museum’s entrance building, where 
the Titanic anchor had previously been dis¬ 
played. 

Black Country Living Museum spokeswoman 
Fiona Carding said bosses were “exploring the 
possibility” of returning the Winston Churchill 
steam locomotive engine to the museum. 

It measures almost 25ft long and is around 
lift tall.

A PRIMARY in West Bromwich 
has been given the go-ahead to 
join forces with an outstanding 
school. 

Holy Trinity C of E Primary has joined 
forces with Grove Vale Primary in Great 
Barr to open as a federation, which 
means an executive headteacher will run 
both schools. 

The move comes after Holy Trinity 
was told to improve by Ofsted inspectors 
who gave it a rating of inadequate. It is 
hoped the move will bring it up to the 
same level as Grove Vale which has been 
rated as outstanding. 

Both schools went through a six-week 
consultation process on the plan and the 
federation has now been approved. 

The two schools will have one govern¬ 
ing body.

Exciting 

He said he was feeling very positive 
about the future of both schools and 
added: “It is an exciting prospect for both 
schools.

“We have to accept that at Holy Trinity 
there has been some poor teaching, but 
this is now being addressed. We have also 
recruited a number of new teachers who 
will start after Easter.” 

Mr Leivers said both schools would 
gain.

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Perk up the patio by 
planting pots of fun

PATIO pots and hanging 
baskets are an essential part 
of a modern patio. 

Although we like to have some pro¬ 
ductive areas containing tomatoes and 
peppers, decorative flowers are the 
essential elements of patio gardening. 

Plant breeders have been working 
hard over the years to provide us with 
a wide range of container flowers and 
easier ways to ensure perfect baskets 
and patio pots. 

KinderPlanters, available from 
garden centres from April onwards, 
are pre-planted net pots that are ready 
to ‘drop’ directly into baskets and con¬ 
tainers. 

Simply line the container with mois¬ 
ture control compost and drop in the 


planted net. Fill in compost around the 
root ball, water well and watch it grow. 
It’s an ideal system if you are short of 
time or you don’t have a clue on how to 
mix colours, plant types and foliage 
textures. 

There are five collections with 
explanatory names such as Out of the 
Blue, Pretty in Pink, Firecracker, Fab¬ 
ulous Foliage and White Delight. Patio 
planting just got that little bit easier. 

Tomatoes are another essential part 
of patio gardening. 

This year I will be again growing a 
new cascading cherry variety Lizzano 
from Suttons in my raised bed. 

Last year I found that with the help 
of Miracle-Gro slow release plant food 
granules and a large rooting area a 


similar tumbling variety produced an 
excellent crop. 

Also it’s time I grew some hot chilli 
peppers for the kitchen. A recent intro¬ 
duction is Apache. It’s a dwarf variety 
with a compact habit bearing a high 
yield of medium-hot red peppers. 

Coldest 

February is usually the coldest 
month of the year and this is when I 
wrap delicate patio pots such as my fig 
tree (Brown Turkey) up in an extra 
layer of fleece to protect the fruits that 
set last year. 

Keeping off the worst of the frosts 
will ensure these swell during the 
summer to provide tasty fruits.

Drop-top Mini is most selfish ever but so stylisPP 


WHO said greed was bad? 
Doing the right thing is 
usually shorthand for being 
selfless and putting the 
needs of others first. 

But at what point do you get to do 
something for yourself? This logic 
applies as much to cars as it does to 
where you go on holiday. 

Happily, Mini can now help you 
treat yourself with the most selfish 
Mini to date - the Roadster. 

It’s not really selfish of course; it’s 
just biased towards the needs of the 
driver and possible passenger, as this 
is the first two-seater drop-top Mini. 

It’s not the only Mini with a folding 
fabric roof of course, as there’s been a 
Mini Convertible from the first gen¬ 
eration model. 

But that car is based on the hatch¬ 
back while the Roadster is based on 
the Mini Coupe, which makes it 
something of a different animal. For 
starters, the lack of a fixed metal roof 
may give it the edge over the Coupe in 
some people’s eyes - whether roof up 



or down, the Roadster is a pretty little 
thing and the typical Mini styling 
cues translate well to the open-air 
shape. 

Like all Minis, there’s an element 
of choosing your own style, with 
colour and wheel combinations 
having a big impact on the overall 
look. 

But it has a pert rump, chrome 
rollover bars and clean lines where 
the roof folds away, and therefore 
most people will find it ticks the box 
marked ‘attractive’ right from the off. 

Losing seating for two in the back 
might seem like a significant sacri¬ 
fice, but if you can live with that then 
the upshot is more boot space. A total 
of 240 litres of storage is on offer in 
the rear compartment, regardless of 
whether the roof is up or down, and 
behind the seats there’s a through- 
loading facility, the kind of practical¬ 


ity you don't really expect from a car 
like this. In the cabin there’s not a 
huge amount of storage space for odd¬ 
ments, but you can reach into the 
back without any fuss. 

The same goes for the roof mecha¬ 
nism. Whether you opt for the 
manual or semi-automatic roof 
option, folding or raising the roof is 
the work of a moment. 

Raising the roof requires you to 
reach behind to mechanically release 
the roof from its stowed position, but 
you should soon be able to do this 
without looking. The extra-lazy 
among you will appreciate the elec¬ 
tric assistance. 

Popular 

Under the bonnet the Roadster 
comes in four flavours; Cooper and 
Cooper S, Cooper SD and John 
Cooper Works, but it’s the Cooper S 
which is likely to be the most popular 
petrol option. 

With 182bhp and 1771b.ft of torque 
(with an overboost facility up to 
1921b.ft), it gets along as smartly as 
you would hope. 


In fact the linear delivery of the 
engine almost disguises how fast it is; 
it revs keenly and without any power 
peaks, then you look down at the 
speedometer and realise just how 
quickly it has accelerated. 

There’s also a pleasing, purposeful 
noise coming from the exhaust - well 
short of raucous or loud - but enough 
to remind you this is a car designed 
for fun. 

The theme continues when you hit 
the first bend. All convertible cars are 
compromised to a degree by the 
absence of a metal roof holding them 
together, but in truth the only time 
you even notice is if you slap into a 
particularly bad bump at speed. 

The rest of the time the Mini Road¬ 
ster displays all the vim and enthusi¬ 
asm of its siblings, turning in keenly, 
gripping strongly and encouraging 
you to exploit its abilities. 

Yes, in ultimate terms the Coupe 
would offer a purer drive, but on the 
one day of the year that mattered, 
you’d miss the 100-odd days of sun¬ 
shine-bathed, roof-down motoring. 


What makes all this fun even more 
pleasurable is that you don't have to 
sell your soul to do it. 

The list price is not insignificant, 
but neither is it expensive for a two- 
seater roadster with a powerful tur¬ 
bocharged engine. 

It’s also only £600 more than the 
less pretty and less fun Convertible. 


But with a combined fuel economy 
figure of 47. lmpg and C02 emissions 
of 139g/km, it certainly doesn’t cost 
sports car money to run. 

Although, like all Minis, resisting 
the temptation to make it uniquely 
yours will be hard to resist. 

Good luck keeping your sensible 
head on.

Tame surrender from 
the bickering Baggies 


Everton 2 Albion 0 


ALBION displayed plenty of 
aggression at Goodison Park on 
Saturday. 

Unfortunately for the travelling support¬ 
ers who made the trip to Merseyside, 
Everton weren’t the ones on the receiving 
end. 

Peter Odemwingie’s petulant squabble 
with Hawthorns team-mate Ben Foster 
created an unseemly image by which 
Baggies fans could remember an otherwise 
drab day on Merseyside. 

Yet it probably won’t be the picture that 
most angers Roy Hodgson. 

The Hawthorns head coach will be more 
concerned by another insipid display from 
his team, whose impressive season is in 
danger of petering out into a damp squib of 
a finish. 

Hodgson, his staff and his players bristle 
at suggestions a handy advantage over the 
teams embroiled in the real relegation scrap 
has blunted their competitive edge since 
three fabulous wins propelled them to a 
position of relative safety. 

Weight 

But their promises that they will not ‘ease 
up’ in the season’s home straight would 
carry much more weight if they could back 
up the words with actions. 

Saturday’s dire defeat on Merseyside was 
the latest in a short series of displays that 
have lacked even a fraction of the urgency 
and zest that helped them deliver stunning 
successes against Wolves and Sunderland 
and a landmark Hawthorns victory over 
Chelsea. 

Even a horrendous sequence of results 
between now and May is unlikely to see 
Hodgson’s men dragged back into the 
bottom three. 

It would be hugely unfortunate, however,

if a campaign that has brought so much evi¬ 
dence of real progress at The Hawthorns 
was to end with Albion and their fans 
looking nervously over their shoulders, 
especially when they were eyeing a real 
chance of a top-10 finish just a few short 
weeks ago. 

Hodgson will know, though, that perform¬ 
ances like Saturday’s are a sure-fire way for 
his team to make hard work of reaching the 
40-point mark that remains their minimum 
requirement for the year. 

Foster and Odemwingie’s head-to-head 
clash was the most animated the Baggies 
became during an afternoon when, despite a 
couple of moments of genuine misfortune, 
they never looked in the mood to blow an in¬ 


form Toffees side off course. 

Hodgson’s own part in the disappointing 
day is impossible to ignore completely. 

For all the denials from the boss and his 
players, the inevitable speculation over his 
future career plans cannot be anything 
other than a distraction for a team he has 
moulded so skilfully into a coherent Premier 
League unit. 

And his desire to test the depth of his 
squad during what remains of the season 
has brought a series of experiments in 
recent weeks that appear to have desta¬ 
bilised a side that had built up a real head of 
steam. 

Another raft of changes and a surprising 
switch of system on Saturday cannot have 


aided the quest to restore some attacking 
cohesion. 

Yet ultimately it is the players themselves 
who have most questions to answer. 

After a bright enough opening 15 minutes 
of shadow boxing at Goodison Park, they 
rarely threatened to land a blow once their 
hosts increased the tempo of a largely for¬ 
gettable contest. 

And defeat always looked on the cards 
once two unlucky breaks midway through 
the first half left them playing catch-up. 

First, Gareth McAuley’s attempted block 
on 18 minutes turned into a decisive deflec¬ 
tion that sent Leon Osman’s 20-yard shot 
past a helpless Foster to give David Moyes’ 
men the lead. 

Then, 10 minutes later, a rare moment of 
promise from the visitors ended with Chris 
Brunt’s goal-bound effort striking team¬ 
mate Shane Long and bouncing to safety 
after Paul Scharner had seen his initial shot 
parried by Tim Howard. 

The Baggies’ next-best opening saw Long 
denied the chance to head home Liam 
Ridgewell’s cross by Leighton Baines’ fine 
interception, but Foster also had to rescue 
his side with a save to keep out Marouane 
Fellaini’s shot. 

The subsequent ear-bashing for 
Odemwingie was an early sign of their 
discord. That would eventually boil over, but 
not before Victor Anichebe wrapped up the 
points for Everton midway through the 
second half. 

The Nigerian substitute was given all the 
time he needed on the edge of the box to 
blast home his side’s second. 

Foster made another smart save to deny 
Steven Pienaar, and another routine block 
with five minutes remaining sparked his 
spat with Odemwingie. 

The clash at least suggested that the 
afternoon’s events had hurt Hodgson’s 
men. But their fans would have liked to see 
that a little sooner and a little more often.
